Girl Is Shot With Revolver 
That Belonged In 
Home 


(International News Service) 
BUTLER, Pa., Nov. 30.—State 
police here today held Richard 
Kelly, 28, as they probed the 
mysterious death yesterday of 
Dorothy Wilson, 26, daughter of 
Dr. H. M. Wilson, prominent 
Evans City physician. 
The girl’s body, fully clad, was 
found on her bed by her father 
when he was awakened by a shot 
and hurried to his daughter’s room. 
Beside the girl lay a revolver. 
Youth Is Questioned 
Dashing downstairs, 
the 
father 
met Kelly, who had escorted the girl 
home from a party here. The youth, 
at Dr. Wilson’s request, summoned 
another physician, then left for his 
home. 
There he was taken into 
custody a short time later and taken 
to the state police barracks where he 
was held incommunicado for ques­ 
tioning. 
State police called to the Wilson 
home said the girl had been shot 
with a revolver owned by her father 
but kept in another room. W hether 
they believed the shooting a suicide 
was not disclosed. 
Kelly told authorities he had es­ 
corted the girl home and waited in 
the living room while she went up­ 
stairs. A moment later, he said, he 
heard the shot and started upstairs, 
to meet Dr. Wilson descending with 
the announcement of his daughter’s 
death.

Those who feel their preparations for Christmas a burden and a 
perplexity may perhaps glean consolation from a contrast of their lot 
with that of General Washington, when, just 155 years ago, he was m ak­ 
ing plans for his Christmas festivities at Trenton. 
W ashington’s state of mind was frankly disclosed in a letter he 
wrote to his brother on December 19: 
“We are in a very disaffected part of the province; and between 
you and me, I think our affairs are in a very 
bad situation. You can 
form no idea of the perplexity of my situation. 
No man, I believe, evei 
had * greater choice of difficulties, and less means to extricate himself 
from them. However, under a full persuasion of the justice of opr cause, 
I cannot entertain an idea that it will finally 
sink, though it may re­ 
main for some tinje under a cloud ” 
Finally, he wrote on December 23, from the camp above Trenton 
falls: 
“Christmas Day at night, one hour before day, is the time fixed 
for our attem pt 011 Trenton.

have to overcome. 
“We have punished, bribed and 
deprived him of certain pleasures, 
out nothing seems to make any im­ 
pression on him. Apparently he does 
not even care. 
‘ Can you suggest anything further 
for us to do, for we are at our wits’

Answer: You letter 
is 
typical 
»: scores <A letters on this subject. 
You do not need scolding; you need 
help. You have done the best you 
could, T am sure. First of all, aban­ 
don punishment, and all appearances 
thereof. No child deliberately wets 
the bed. He is asleep, 
or 
partly 
asleep, when it happens. 
No more is he responsible for it 
than you and I are responsible for 
some of the things we dream we arc 
doing or have done.

Other suggestions 
for presiding 
officers detailed the duties of the 
chairman as keeping order, applying 
the rules, never taking part in a 
discussion from the chair, knowledge 
of parliamentary law, and a sugges­ 
tion not to be more strict than is 
necessary and to let the will of the 
assembly be supreme if parliament­ 
ary law is to be set aside. 
“Don't be annoyed if people are 
slow in coming to order,” Professor 
Frizzell said, “and be sure every one 
can hear your opening words. 
“To be a good chairman,” he con­ 
tinued, “requires work.”

I i Average surgeons today 
vas invited to be present, as a jour­ 
nalist, and was told th a t every op­ 
portunity for publicity and inter­ 
views w ith prom inent s u r g e o n s 
would be put at my disposal, but I 
was unable to attend. 
The conspicuous feature of the 
meeting, to judge from accounts, 
was the absence of any indication 
of the scientific advancem ent of 
surgery. The discussions were con­ 
cerning publicity, and teaching the 
public about cancer, and social m ed­ 
icine and ghosts and magazines th at 
print criticisms of surgeons, 
but 
there seemed to be no indication 
th a t anybody had done any real 
work or made any real discoveries. 
There was a tirade against Spirit­ 
ualism, and sneers at Sir Oliver 
Lodge, and Sir William Crookes, 
who dabble in the occult, but it 
sounded a great deal like tackling 
a dummy or shooting a cigar store 
Indian. Dr. George W. Crile ap ­ 
pears to have m ade his speech on 
the adrenals again; he m ight well 
be advised by his friends not to do 
th at any more. 
I heard him speak 
in a medical m eeting about a year 
ago; after about an hour of it, a 
very thoughtful looking doctor who 
was sitting next to me, turned and 
said: 
“Have you the slightest idea 
w hat in heaven he is trying to get 
a t? ” 
And this relieved me because 
I had been trying to figure out the 
same thing and thinking it was my 
own stupidity which prevented me. 
The fact is, of course, th a t su r­ 
gery today is in a sort of position of 
suspended anim ation. No real ad ­ 
vance in its m ethods has been made 
for well over tw enty years. Its great 
stim ulus was given to it by Lister 
and the development of the aseptic 
method. 
This, combined w ith the 
already developed science of anaes­ 
thesia, created a great field of work. 
B ut it has now been pretty th o r­ 
oughly explored. 
Through the work of m any m en 
surgery attained to a technical per­ 
fection th a t put it for a tim e as the

QUESTIONS FROM READERS 
J. R. B.: 
“Will you please tell 
w hat are the commonest causes of 
eruption on the scalp, and on the 
chin, and on the back, and under 
the arm -pits, and on the feet?” 
Answer: 
The commonest erup­ 
tions on the skin of the scalp are 
ringworm and favus. 
The latter 
makes a particularly ugly encrusted 
sore, and causes the patien t great 
discouragem ent, if treatm ent with 
home remedies is tried. W ith X -ray 
treatm ents the sores disappear ra p ­ 
idly. 
The commonest eruption on the 
chin is impetigo—a pus infection. 
B arber’s itch is also frequent in this 
location. 
On the back the commonest erup­ 
tion is acne (pimples, in plain lan ­ 
guage). 
Perhaps the commonest eruption 
in the arm pits is ringworm (or Pho- 
bie itch). 
By all odds, the commonest erup­ 
tion on the feet is ringworm (nick­ 
nam ed athlete’s foot).

Among the names that have been

ward is that of Wallace. John Wal­ 
lace of Mi filing Township, Allegheny 
County, Pa., was probably the first 
person of that name to settle in the 
Mahoningtown or seventh ward dis­ 
trict.

County, May 1, 1786 and lived to be 
more than 90 years of age. He set­ 
tled in Mahoningtown in 1842. The 
Wallaces were originally from Coun- 
v Tyrone, Ireland. Mr. Wallace was 
n the service in the war of 1812.
